ATTEMPT ‘TO, CONCEAL THE 
DISCOVERY. - 


BORING STOPPED. 
_ Immediately following the state- 
tment mado at Frankfurt-am-Main 
that huge. volumes. of natural 
helium gas had been discovered in 
Russelsheim, an industrial town 
situated between Frankfurt and

At the ‘same time’ geolog- 
ists employed in the search admit 
a possibility of a natural helium

Excavations were being made by 
a well-known motor firm when the 
workmen came across ‘an under- 
ground current of hot waters, con- 
nected with the thermal springs at 
Wiesbaden. A little further on 
they bored into a cavity of a depth 
of nearly two thousand feet, which, 
it was conjectured, contained na- 
tural helium gas. This unusual 
fisaure is thought to be a part of 
the extensive volcanic formation of 
the Rhine basin. 
’ The motor firm concerned imme- 
diately sent for Herr Gracve-Gern- 
rode, who is one of the best known 
‘water diviners of the present day. 
Graeve is ‘supposed to posseas pecu- 
liar powers and to be able, through 
the medium of his Wunschelrute to 
divine streams of water, however 
deeply in the carth they are hidden.
